BY AMBASSADOR IN COURSE OF TOURS D'HORIZON, ADDERLEY'S RE- 
SPONSE HAS TENDED TO BE DISINTERESTED. 

2. AIDE MEMOIRE AND OTHER MATERIALS REFERRED TO REFTEL WHICH 
FORM BASIS OF DEMARCHE REQUESTED EMPLOY CONSISTENT RHETORIC 
OF "LATINS" AND "LATIN AMERICAN" INTERESTS AND ACTIONS. ENTIRE 
DEMARCHE, IN FACT, SEEMS KEYED TO AN ENVISIONED MEETING BE- 
TWEEN US AMBASSADOR AND HIS LATIN AMERICAN FOREIGN MINISTRY 
COUNTERPART. SUCH A DEMARCHE IN NASSAU WOULD ENTAIL COMPLETE 
RESTRUCTURING OF APPROACH TO TAILOR IT TO RATHER UNIQUE BAHA- 
MIAN CONCERNS. EMBASSY SUSPECTS THAT, EVEN WITH SUCH RETAIL-
